BRIDGES OLD AND NEW. 


Almost “unnoticed in yesterday’s 7 
news, one reads that the first instal- 
ment of the bonds for the ‘puilding of 
the §60,000,000 Hudson River Bridge 
is offered at a price to yield about 
The issue was 
for $20,000,000 and was promptly sub- 
scribed. The rest of the money is to 
be raised as needed. The bonds are 
a direct and general obligation of the 
Port of New York Authority, secured 
by the revenues arising from bridge 
tolls. The States of New York dnd 
New Jersey have agreed each to con- 
tribite’ one million dollars a year for 
five years to help in construction. 
Final acceptance of the plan by the 
War Department has been obtained. 
Work will soon begin. 


The whole will be a great engineer-,| 


ing feat, and the fact that so large a. 
sum as $60,000,000 should go for a 
single bridge has apparently attracted- 
little notice. We are hardene . now 
to expenditures running into enormous 
figures; The Brooklyn Bridge, . as 
originally completed, cost only about 
$9,000,000. The QueeNMsborough Bridge 
cost some $13,500,000. The Manhat- 
tan Bridge cost a little more than 
$14,000,000, The new Hudson Bridge 
is %% much larger and more formidable 
undertaking. .The span over the river 
is ‘longer, and the difficulties of ap- 
proach and of laying foundations are 
much harder to overcome, 

Eyén making full allowances for the 
growth in population, wealth and area 
of the city since the Brooklyn Bridge 
was begun, and for the increased skill 
of. engineers, New Yorkers of today 
must plead guilty to the charge of 
being excessively blasé compared to 
their parents and grandparents ‘in the 
"20s. Otherwise, an undertaking of 
such significance and importance to 
the future of the city would be more 
of a sensation.

“CLASS WAR” STRIKES. 

Passaic’s textile. strike is virtually 
brought to an end amid circumstances 
that have now become the regular 
thing with labor conflicts conducted 
under Communist inspiration and lead- 
ership. The same formula operated as 
in the cloakmakers’ strike. Hostilities 
are proclaimed without sufficient cause. 
Efforts at peaceful adjustment are re-. 
jected. Deadlock ensues; the cloak- 
makers were on strike for nearly six 
months, the Passaic conflict has lasted 
ten and a half months. Bitterness 
and vidlence are engendered. Exhaus- 
tion casts the deciding vote. The 
Communist leadership decamps, as in 
Passaic, and leaves the task of bring- 
ing order out of chaos to moderate 
labor, or subscribes to a defeat which 
it hails as ‘victory. In the Communist 
terminology a dispute peacefully set- 
tled on terms highly favorable to the 
workers is a “betrayal” A strike 
terminated with no gains, often on 
amore unfavorable , terms than were 
possible before the strike, is a victory. 

President SicmMaNn of the Interna- 
tional Garment Workers justly accuses 
the radical leaders in control>of the 
cloakmakers’ strike of having alien- 
ated public sympathy. This would be 
even truer of Passaic. The textile 
workers _ failed notably to win the- 
support of a body of public opinion: 
which has usually expressed itself in 
strikes affecting large bodies of low-. 
paid workers, The reason was not in- 


‘Gifference. Passaic enjoyed an enor- 


mous publicity. But despite the par- 
tial merits of the strikers’ case, despite 
the unfavorable. impression created by 
arbitrary or uhwise police methods, 
popular feeling-.refused to be stirred.

NARCOSAN. 

Science has coms .with what prom- 
ises to be another blessing to man- 
kind. It has compounded a substance 
out of. herbs and Seeds which has 
hoes found to be successful in the 
treatment of narcotic addiction. ‘This 
has not come’ about by trying one 
thing after another but by scientific 
determination and definition of the 
condition be overcome and: then 
finding in nature the agents — the 
lipoids, the vitamins and the pro- 
teins—that will together cause the 
necessary reactions, “The theory as 
to this condition- had been arrived at 
by earlier scientists. It was that the 
“narcotizing substance entered into a 
“loose physico-chemical combination 
“With the lipoids of the cell.” The 
problem was to find a substance that 
would neutralize the substances which 
narcotics call forth for protection, but 


-which, become toxic when the ‘nar- 


cotics are withdrawn. That is the 
problem which the bio-chemist has 
solved. He has found the means of 
eliminating the bane. /The constit- 
uents of his neutralizing substance, 
called “ narcosan,” compounded not 
by a physician but by a bio-chemist, 
Mr. A. T. Horovitz, are lipoids ob-’ 
tained from soy beafis and cotton seed, 
vitamins ffom certain plant seeds and 
non-specific proteins from the seeds 
of alfalfa or Hungarian millet. Aside 
from the value and effectiveness of | 
parcosan as a remedy, there is evi- 
dence of the validity of a theory which 
has never before been attested. ._ 
The experimhentation as reported to- 
day in The -Medical Record ‘and Jour- 
nal, under the joint authorship of Dr. 
shila LAMBERT and Dr. FREDER~ 
IcK TILNEY, was made in the treat- 
ment of addicts in certain city penal 
institutions at the invitation of the 
Commissioner of Correction, Mr. F. A, 
WaLuis. Over three hundred and fifty 
patients were given the treatment, and 
their reactions are described in great 
detail in the article referred to. All 
the patients responded favorably to 
the treatment. ‘Whether there will be 
relapses, it is too-early to-say. Thus 
far only one patient has come back to 
the Workhouse, and she had resumed 
her use of the narcotic not because of 


‘desire for the drug but because of the 


pleasurable sensation obtained, This 
at the énd of six months. It will take 
eighteen months to make an accurate 
and final estimate of the results. 

At any rate, means seem to have 
been found for the treatment of ad- 
dicts, with promise of permanent 
cures, Here has been found by science 
what will rescue’ mankind‘ from the 
tyranny of poppy and mandragora and 
all the “ drowsy syrups of the world” 
and yet allow their beneficent uses. No 
longer will ‘there be physical reason 
for continuance of the use of subtle 
and powerful medicine beyond the 
need of the sick, for whom it may hold. 
the keys of pa: » but which be- 
come the keys of hell. for those who 
have not been able to escape its slav- 
ery. There is opened by the bio- 
chemist anew hope of contending suc- 
cessfully with the world-wide curse of 
what entered to ease pain.

the date of Richard Strauss’s .sym-_; 

phonic poem being 1897. Now, it is 
not the time and it is not necessary 
to‘ claim that any of this music will 
last a century. Some of it might, al- 
though we are too near it to tell.. But 
the expansion or at least the striking 
evolution of the musical language since 
1897, and the fact that several com- 

posers have wrought significantly in 
vérious new ways since that year was 
impressively, indicated. 

The \boldnéss and freedom of tonality 
found in Kaminski’s concerto is, as a 
matter of fact, anticipated in the in- 
troduction, with ‘its depiction of -the 
knight's ‘madness, of Strauss’s ‘‘Don* 
Quixote.”’ Katinski’s methods and ob- 
jects, . however, ate not those of 
Strauss. He avowedly aims at the per- 
petuation: of .the - contrapuntal : ideals 
embodied once arid forever in the 
works of J, 8. Bath—works which are 
the birthright of German music. He 
is against the “program” school‘ of 
composition, as he is opposed to mod- 
ern French impressionism. 

Kaminski’s colleagues have called 
him ‘“‘néo-Bach,”’ ‘*‘Gothic,’”’ and what 
not. He has been said to derive. from 
Bach and also, as sOme believe, from 
Reger. These are matters for academic 
discussion, The point .is that Kamin- 
ski, unlike almiost all of his modern 
German colleagues, has written rome 
important and vital music. It is not 
imitative music, it is not light-minded. 
It is very serious and it is wrought in 
noble lines. ‘It has defects of propor- 
tion and treatment, but.it is an arrest- 
ing piece of work: There is the free- 
dom in the combination or super-pos- 
ing of tonalities which J. S. Bach, as 
Mr. Gilman remarks, anticipated. But 
there is the feeling, at the same time, 
of a rock-bottom tonality. .This binds, 
the-work together, proves its genesis 
and its mainstay, and gives the sense 
of direction which must be felt before. 
thete is effective contrast or any very 
real variety of key-coloring. 

The ‘technical Jearning of; the com- 
poser is obvious in the listening, as it 
would: be more obvious, from an exam- 
ination of the score. But this is not 

techriical learning alone, or new- 
fangled theories, or desperate attemps 
to get out of the creative impasse in 
which: most odern. European com- 
posers find themselves. The music of 
Kaminski is ‘“‘absolute”’ and genuine. 
It is‘not “‘literary’’ or ‘‘programmatic” 
music. _ Its mood is pay its coloring 
sombre, its thematic ms and arches 
firm and colossal. There is a nobility, 
a Gothicism of style that have largely 
disgppeared from music today. There 
is strength, even youth—from war-ex- 
hausted Europe—a fine energy and 
dignity ‘and gloom. Yes, the concerto 
is too long. .Also is its second move- 
ment, ata first hearing, weak; also 
there is rieed of more onomy of 
material and development. These 
thiigs are. bold, but they do not ob- 
literate ‘deep feeling for the: Bach: tra- 
dition, the ideal of architecture in 
music, the German capacity for struc- 
ture and what might be called the 
organic growth of-an idea. 

Kaminsky employs the old form. of 
the “‘concerto grosso”’ cultivated by 
Bach, Handel, and their contempora- 
ries. This is the form ‘which places 
against a background of instrumental 
ensemble the performances of solo in- 
strumentalists. ‘Thé work has three 
movements, of which the first is the 
most extended and important. Last 
night these movements were played 
without a break. Melodic strands. in- 
terweave; motives combine or ‘strive 
together with harmonic -results often 
harsh, but clearlogical, rich in. color 
and sonority. 

The weakest place is apparently the 
second movement. The fugue, after 
curious, sudden haltings and accumu- 
lations of tone, ends triumphant, with 
the smashing home of the tonic accord. 
There is over-luxuriance of material, 
if you like, a lack of judicious prun- 
ing, certain places which seem now to 
flag and fall short, but this impresses 
us as one of the most original and 
genuine compositions that young Ger- 
many has produced,.and a hopeful au- 

-ef what may come. The music 
is k, and a little hard, and restless 
like the age. But itis music.’ — 

The composition of the earlier Bloch— 
“Schelomo’’ was -composed in 1916— 
again stirred the audience by the in- 
tensity of its feeling, its "prophetic 
splendors and the blacks and purples 
and golds of the orchestration. Oriental 
imagery, wild outcriés, ‘adjuration,: 
pomp and splendor_of an ancient. day 
and of a race deep in its dreams are 
surely in this music, of a sensuousness 

and a racial vigor that give it. a place 
eiitirely its own. The employment of 
the ’cello and orchestra is unique... Mr. 
Kindler played with a richness of tone, 
‘sensitive feeling and. response to the 
spirit of the composer. 

The character and quality of Strauss 
PDon Quixote’ need no recitation here. 
Mr. Rodzinski's qualities as a ledder 
— more. clearly manifest than at 

appearance with this or- 
ches He has admirable self-confi- 
dence and: knowledge of his scores, an 
excellent beat, firm>and ‘energetic, a 
natural. ability to communicate. his 
wishes to his orchestra.
